yesterday's hospital returns, however, 88 
wellas those published'in another column 
of thls issue, prove otherwise. And 
now that {t has been ascertained beyond 
doubt ‘that the disease fs not restricted 
to Aslatics alone but that Europeans | 
also, contract and develop it, it becomes 
the manifest duty of the Government 
to adopt measures atill more drastic 
than any yet thought of, for this: disease 
must be stamped out, and that immediately, 
at dny cost, Thousands of dollars are 
beng spent dally by:the Government, but 
without any perceptible tesult ; not even a: 
demic is 
being ‘coped with, and that f¢ will dot Last 
‘through the present and every succeedin; 
summer; the Internal trade of the islan 
in at a standstill; the whole buslness of the 
colony In short Is being slowly but surely 
paralysed. These are indisputable facts 
which will: have to be seriously ‘faced 
and remedied, but in what, lon 
befound? “That la. query, whlch the

by Imitating in a commdn or garden. 
fashion the fiddling a ‘Roman Nexo; 
neither is it sufficient to send out squads of 
volunteering soldiers “and civillans armed 
with disinfecting brooms and brushes, 
splendid though the services done by.these 
men really are. -The disease has been 
found to exist in hovels which have been 
cleared of their dwellers and thoroughly 
fumigated, but subsequent visite have 
revealed the astounding fact that they. 
have been re-let to. other lodgers who ‘ 
speedily developed the disease, Were: 
these new-comers already impregnated 
with its germs before coming into these: 
supposedly disinfected houses or did they 
catch and develop it In them? If the 
latter be the case of what use are all 
world when applied to such foul 
dens? These surmises anyhow open 
the door for action .on the part of the 
Government which, if decided on, will 
win for it the plaudits and support of 
every right-thinkIng man in the community, 
Sacrifices have to be made in such cass 
as these, then by all means let the persons 
primarily responsible for the introduction 
of this horrible disease be the first to bear 
them—theland-lorda, Last night’s Zelegraph | 
contains a list of a few of them and some 
of the names which figure there should 
provide food for reflection in the minds of 
everyone who-has the interests and 
welfare of this colony at heart. There 
are men on the list who pose as heaven- 
born philanthropists; as men.to whom 
charity is ever sweet for its own sake and 
who never allowed their left-hands to, 
weigh the bountles of their right! 
These'are the people upon whose indivi- 
dua! shoulders, should fall the tax of 
stamping out the plague and likewise the 


-| cost of putting their houses in such sanitary 


order that human beings, even Chinese, 
might live in them without breeding a vile 
contagion that threatens to poison and 
pollute the entire colony, The Government 
should without the loss of one day ascer- 
tain the house-owners of the whole 
Western locality and force ‘upon them the 
duty’ of disinfecting their hovels and 
surrounding drains. Pollce officers could 
easily. be detailed “for supervising 
this work or at least by visiting. the cribs 
ascertain whather or not it had been done,

RELICS OF A PAST RACE. 
— ‘ 
Recent events have attracted attention to ihe 
great lake between Cambodia and Siam, Thale 
Sap, and to the two Siamese provinces of Ang: | 
Kor, site of the famous ruics, aod Battambong, 
which adjoin it, The region lles to the north of 
Cockin-Chins, between ‘Sigm, the ocean, and 
‘the Laos districts. ;-and-although-now but thinly. 
populated It was {n former ‘times the abode of a 
ace which was great among the peaplen of the 
East, and which for long ceniarles was governed 
by a famous line of Sovereigns, The great lake 
ty formed during the ratny season by one of 
the branches: of the Mekong, und’ 
navigable by largo steamers, which go to 
Slamreap, at the head of the. lake, and 
near the mina of Ang-Kor, the prestest 
vemains ‘of Khmer civilisation, These -rulne 
were discoyrred by the Portuguese and 
Spanlards {n 1564. and they were first descuibed 
fo 4 volume published in Barcelona in the 
following century. There are Chinese accounts 
of ® much earlier perlod, and one of these— 
written in the thirteenth Century by an ambue- 
sador sent tothe Cambodian Cowt—was made 
known to Europe by Abel Remusat, It inclades | 
descriptions of the two famcus temples of Ang: 
Kor Wat and Ang-Kor Thom, which correspond 
with the ruins of the present day, Since then 
they have been investigated by French savanés, 
and quite 9 splendid work on the subject has 
been published ‘by M. Fournerean: -It is
